I herewith  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the  medical  aspect  of  the 
working  of  the  Port  of  Folkestone  for  1954. 

Regular  boat  services  during  the  yea-r  have  been  as  follows 5- 

(a)  Folkes tone -Calais .

Cote  DAlzun,  and  reliefs  b3-  British  Railwa3?’s 
steamer,  from  1st  Januar3^  to  list  December,  1954.

(b)  Folkestone-Boulogne . 

■uaily  evening  passenger  service  from  18th  June 
to  Slid  October,  1954. 

(S)  Daily  morning  passenger  service  from  19th  June 
to  Snd  October,  1954. 

The  Summer  timetable  for  the  Folkestone-Boulogne 
services  during  1954  was  appro2:imatel37-  tliree  weeks 
shorter  than  1955. 

The  usual  cargo  service  was  maintained  to  and  from  Calais  and 
Boulogne.

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The  aliens  arriving  to  take  up  eLiplojmiant  here  continue  to  come 
mainly  from  Ital3^,  Sv/itzorland,  Austria,  Germany  and  lYance. 

The  men  came  to  be  employed  in  the  tinplate  works,  hriclcyards , 
iron  foundries,  coalite  works,  agriculture  and  for  teclmioal  and  pro- 
fessional emplo^mient  v/itn  firms  and  as  hotel  Yvorkers;  the  V7omen  wore 
mainl^r  domestics,-  children's  nurses  and  governesses,  assistant  hospital 
nurses,  Y/ard  orderlies,  textile  and  factorj^  Y/orkers,  etc. 

As  already  stated  in  'idj  prevous  reports  I still  consider  it 
desirable  that  prsliminar3r  examination  of  the  aliens  in  the  countries 
of  origin  be  carried  out,  since  in  the  time  available  to  the  Medical 
Inspector  here  it  is  not  possible  to  carr;’"  out  comprehensive  medical 
examinations  Y7hich  ma^"  exclude  latent  disease., 

Eleven  medical  certificates  r^ere  issued  as  a result  of  inspection 
under  the  Aliens  Ordor;  tlirec  of  the  aliens  Y/ere  landed  conditionally^ 
and  eight  (seven  for  medical  reasons  and  one  for  physical  incapacity) 
Yvere  not  permitted  to  land. 

Three  patients  arriving  at  the  Earbour  (one  accident,  one  chronic 
sick  and  one  mental  case)  Y/ere  exsieined  to  ensure  their  fitness  to 
proceed  to  a pre-arranged  destination  in  England. 

■.Enere  possible  stretcher  cases  arriving  at  Folkestone  Earboun  noYV 
travel  to  their  destination  "oj  train.  The  Comity  Ambulance  Service 
anrangos  for  the  reservation  of  a compartment  and  a special  ty^pe  of 
stretcher  Ydiich  fits  on  the  seats  is  used;  attendants  are  also  availalia 
to  accompany?’  the  patients. 

As  and  from  1st  Fov ember,  1954,  the  Lymipne  Airport  Y/as  placed  on 
a care  and  maintenance  basis  byr  the  Ministry/"  of  Transport  and  Civil 
Aviation  and  the  staff  of  B.M.  Customs  and  Excise  Y/ithdravm;  thus  I 
v/ill  no  longer  be  required  to  act  as  a Medical  Inspector  at  this 
airport. 

I vYould  like  to,  in  conclusion,  express  my’’  appreciation  of  the 
efficient  Y/ork  carried  out  byr  the  Medical  staff  at  the  EarbouT,  and 
also  of  the  continued  co-operation  of  the  Immigration  Officials, 

Customs  Officials  and  Ships'  staffs.

The  men  v/ere  for  emplojinent  in  the  tinplate  works,  brick- 
yards, iron  foundries,  coalite  works,  agriculture,  hotels  and  for 
technical  end  professional  employment  with  various  firms;  the 
women  were  mainly  domestics,  children’s  nurses  and  governesses, 
assistant  hospital  nurses,  v/ard  orderlies,  textile  and  factory 
workers,  etc.
